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Carter, Ford plan 
first face-to-face 
transition meeting 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) — Jimmy Carter 
and President Ford will meet at the 
White House Monday or Tuesday, their 
first face-to-face meeting since Carter 
won the race for the White House, it was 
announced today. 
The exact time and date have not yet 
been set, Carter’s office said in a brief 
announcement. 
The meeting was arranged when the 
president-elect called Ford Monday 
night. Ford returned the call later that 
night and the two arranged to meet dur­ 
ing a planned visit to Washington by 
Carter, the announcement said. 


Carter, stepping up his transition 
process, also will meet here with 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
Saturday and will confer several times 
this week with Vice President-elect 
Walter Mondale. 
The former Georgia governor said 
Monday he is sifting through his cam­ 
paign promises to get cost estimates hnd 
arrange them by priority. 
Carter also said Monday that under his 
administration the White House staff 
would not dictate to the rest of the ex­ 
ecutive branch. He did not mention 
names, but it was clear he had the Nixon 
Syrians ready move 
to north and south 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — The Arab 
League peacekeeping force today 
readied its troops to move north to 
Tripoli and south to Sidon to consolidate 
its control of Lebanon further by reopen­ 
ing the major north-south roads. 
The Syrian-dominated peace force 
moved into Beirut Monday with virtually 
no opposition, bringing silence to the 
guns that have blasted the ravaged 
capital for 19 months. 
The independent newspaper An Nahar 
said the predawn operation Monday in­ 
volved the deployment of about 11.000 
men in and around the city. 
Beirut residents today awoke from the 
quietest night they had enjoyed in 581 
days, following the peaceful sweep 
through the city that banished rival 
gunmen from their battle sites. 
Even though most Christian rightist 
and Moslem leftist fighters kept their 
weapons, putting them out of sight at 
their respective headquarters, the 


presence of the Arab army led to the im­ 
mediate cessation of fighting in Beirut. 
“Most of us couldn’t sleep last night,” 
joked one west Beirut resident. “We had 
gotten used to the noise. ” 
On its first full day of occupation in the 
war-ravaged capital, the Arab force will 
consolidate its positions, especially in 
the scenes of the heaviest fighting along 
the confrontation lines between east and 
west Beirut. It also was expected that 
the airport south of the city would open 
soon. 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
leader Yasser Arafat presided over a 
three-hour meeting of the Palestinian 
guerrilla leadership Monday night to 
review the entry of Arab peacekeeping 
troops into Beirut, Palestinian sources 
said today. 
As the Arab peace force of some 6,000 
men m arched through the city , 
bystanders applauded the advancing co­ 
lumn and decorated their tanks and ar­ 
tillery with flowers. 
No invasion intentions, 
Brezhnev assures Tito 


BELGRADE, 
Yugoslavia (UPI) — 
Soviet leader Leonid I. Brezhnev and 
President Tito held their second round of 
talks today against a backdrop of as­ 
surances by Brezhnev that the Soviet 
Union has no intention of attacking 
Yugoslavia. 


But the two Communist leaders cut 
their session short by 45 minutes and 
Brezhnev went to nearby Friendship 
Park to plant a “Tree of Peace" in a 10- 
minute ceremony witnessed only by a 
Russian television crew. 


No explanation was given for the trun­ 
cated round of talks, which was to have 
lasted two hours. Brezhnev departed 


before schedule from the planting site 
and reporters missed the ceremony. 


A third session between Tito and 
Brezhnev was scheduled for the evening. 
A joint communique was being prepared 
for release on Brezhnev’s departure for 
Moscow Wednesday. 


Tito, 84, and Brezhnev, 69, went by 
motorcade through the center of this 
drab but bustling capital on the Danube 
River. At least 60,000 persons, most of 
them children let out of school for the 
day, lined the route from Tito’s suburban 
residence to the Federal Executive coun­ 
cil building, a low, modem white stone 
structure in New Belgrade 


White House in mind. 
“I don’t see my White House staff try­ 
ing to administer the affairs of any 
major federal department,” Carter said 
at his second news conference since his 
election. 
Carter said the director of the National 
Security Council, filled during much of 
the Nixon admnistration by Henry 
Kissinger, would serve in a staff 
capacity only. 
“1 would look to the secretary of state 
to represent both me and the nation in 
foreign affairs decisions, and be a 
spokesman for our country in foreign af­ 
fairs,” Carter said. 
“We are now in the process of assess­ 
ing the promises that I have made to the 
American people, trying to arrange them 
in an order of sequence or priority, get­ 
ting cost estimates on them year by 
year, correlating them with the possible 
amendments to the budget Mr. Ford will 
recommend to Congress,” Carter said. 
Carter also announced a busy calendar 
for the next few days. It includes: 
Tonight — Vice President-elect Walter 
F. Mondale arrives for discussions. 
W ednesday — a m eeting with 
Democratic congressional leaders at the 
Georgia home of Sen. Herman E. 
Talmadge. 
Friday — a CIA briefing for Carter 
and Mondale. 
Monday and Tuesday — a trip to 
Washington to meet with Arthur F. 
Bums, chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board, and members of President Ford’s 
cabinet. 
Before the end of November — a 
meeting with Ford. 
At unspecified times soon — a meeting 
with Kissinger, and a meeting with 
business leaders arranged by Paul 
Austin, chairman of Coca-Cola, 
Carter made his first formal appoint­ 
ment — that of Press Secretary Jody 
Powell — and said he will use the same 
“ careful, thorough and deliberate 
process” in choosing other officials of 
his administration as he did in selecting 
Mondale to be his running mate. 
Carter said he was seeking recommen­ 
dations “from all interested citizens” 
for his admministration. He said he 
already has a list of 6,000 to 7,000 names 
now being computerized. 
He and Mondale will consult with 
“distinguished 
Americans,” 
congres­ 
sional leaders as well as business and 
labor leaders, Carter said. 
He said he personally would interview 
the selections for the major posts and 
personally would select the top 75 of the 
more than 1,000 positions to be filled. The 
entire process will be conducted by his 
long-time top aide, Hamilton Jordan, in 
Washington 
“I have not made a decision up until 
this point about any of these ap­ 
pointees.” Carter said. “I think that this 
process ought to be a very slow and very 
careful and very methodical one.”

Bingo ordinance on 
city council agenda 


An ordinance adding a chapter to the 
Lompoc City Code legalizing Bingo in the 
city under certain conditions is 
scheduled to be introduced at tonight’s 
meeting of the City Council. 
The meeting will begin at 7:30 p.m in 
council chambers at City Hall, 119 W. 
Walnut Ave. 
The chapter amends Article II of the 
City Code It defines Bingo, requires that 
organizations eligible to conduct Bingo 
games secure a license to do so, outlines 
licensing provisions and details condi­ 
tions under which a license may be 
suspended. 
The ordinance limits prizes in any 
Bingo game to $250 in value, cash or 
otherwise; requires separate accounting 
for funds derived through Bingo games; 
requires that games be open to the public 
and not just to members of the licensed 


organization; establishes occupancy 
limits of the premises where games are 
conducted, sets 18 or older as age 
requirements for participants; es­ 
tablishes a six-hour limit in each 24-hour 
period for games and forbids Bingo 
before 10 a.m. or after 2 a.m. and 
requires that a person be physically pre­ 
sent in order to participate in a game. 
Also on tonight’s agenda is a proposal 
to proceed with the purchase option on 
the Knights of Pythias lodge hall for a 
Senior Citizen Center. 
The council also will give considera­ 
tion to a proposed ordinance requiring 
the prewiring of all new construction for 
cable television outlets.

Brown gets 
in apparent suicide pact 
interim judge 
appointment 
Supervisor-elect Hedlund honing 
ax for welfare, parks changes

Bob Hedlund plans no immediate 
fullscale replacement of appointees on 
some 60 county committees when he 
takes his seat on the Board of Super­ 
visors Jan 3, but he is sharpening his ax 
for some changes in welfare administra­ 
tion and the Parks and Recreation 
Department 
Hedlund outlined his plans in a frank 
review of the election and the transition 
between the tenure of 12-year veteran 
Francis H. Beattie, and his own new 
career. 
Hedlund said Beattie had extended a 
hand of friendship because he had a 
rough time himself when he took over 
from the outgoing supervisor in 1965. 
Hedlund has met the holdover super­ 
visors and most of the key county staf- 
• fers, and in his own words, “I look 
forward to a very cooperative working 
relationship with other members of the 
board and with the county officials.” 
Although Hedlund is completely oc­ 
cupied with plans for his coining to 
power, he still stings from some of the 
campaign battles. He winces when he 
recalls that he was tagged the “Isla 
Vista Posey Picker." 
That tag probably came about because 
of the growth-no growth syndrome, 
Hedlund believes. “There must be con­ 
tinued growth,” he said, “but citizens 
should be concerned with the direction 
that growth takes and the parameters 
that the growth takes. Rampant growth 
is just as unhealthy as no growth Its 
negative aspect outweighs any positive 
aspects ” 
Hedlund and the other two new super­ 
visors will be given a briefing or an 
orientation by county officials sometime 


next month, according to Jeff Sansom, 
assistant county administrative officer. 
Sansom says a "nuts and bolts program 
will outline budgeting procedures, per­ 
sonnel matters, commission appoint­ 
ments, civil service obligations, board 
meeting rules and the agenda process." 
Top priority when the new board is 
seated will be appointments to the plann­ 
ing commission. Hedlund says he will 
select his own fourth district appointees 
in the same manner that he will select

members of other county bodies: by the 
advertising and interview method. 
He bristles when he thinks of some of 
the criticism that has been leveled at 
him. He talks about “reaching out into 
the community to stimulate greater par­ 
ticipation on the part of the citizenry in 
county government.” “It’s a very 
healthy situation for county government 
to bring in a broad spectrum of citizens 
representing various socio-economic 
areas so that the whole community is be­ 
ing heard.” he said. 
Attention is focusing on three major 
committees, whose members serve at 
the pleasure of the supervisors. All three 
are sensitive. Hedlund says he will fill 
vacancies on the Lompoc Advisory Com­ 
mittee for the General Plan, the Upper 
Santa Ynez Valley Advisory Committee 
for The General Plan and the county ad­ 
visory committee on water, by advertis­ 
ing and interviewing prospective can­ 
didates. However, he is emphatic about 
not wanting to sweep all present 
members out of office. Speaking of the 
water committee, he said, “I have a feel­ 
ing it is tremendously sensitive. I do not 
want to disturb the continuity. I would 
not make any changes now ... It would be 
an error to make a change and disturb 
the continuity at this time. 
“Throughout the campaign, and I still 
maintain it,” Hedlund said, “each com­ 
mittee appointment will go through the 
advertising process — even to the plann­ 
ing commission: its function will be 
advertised and citizens will be asked to 
send in resumes so that we'll have a 
backlog of available people,” 
Tomorrow in a final segment, Hedlund 
announces more of his plans and sounds 
off against the welfare program and the 
county parks and recreation department 


Frederick S (Rick) Brown, attorney, 
of Los Olivos, was appointed Monday by 
the Board of Supervisors to serve as in­ 
terim judge of the Solvang Justice Court 
to serve out the unexpired term of 
former Justice Court Judge Royce 
Lewellen, now a Superior Court judge. 
Brown, who was elected in November 
to serve a full term as judge of the court 
starting Jan. 1, 1977, will serve as in­ 
terim judge until that date. 


The county supervisors had sought ap­ 
plicants for the interim post, and Super­ 
visor Francis H. Beattie told the board 
that its job to appoint an interim judge 
“is easy because Rick Brown is the 
only applicant.” 


SALT LAKE CITY ( U P I ) - 
Condemned killer Gary Gilmore and his 
fiancee Nicole Barrett were found un­ 
conscious today of drug overdoses, ap­ 
parently after trying to carry out a 
“suicide pact.” 
A hospital spokesman said Gilmore 
was in serious condition from an over­ 
dose of seconal but “he’s going to live.” 
The girl, who took seconal and Dalmane, 
was in worse shape — listed as critical 
and unconscious. 


Gilmore, 35, who wanted to die Mon­ 
day before a firing squad, was found in 
his cell at Utah State Prison “not breath­ 
ing properly.” He was given resuscita­ 
tion and rushed to a Salt Lake City 
hospital by paramedics. 
“We suspect a possible drug over­ 
dose,” said Warden Sam Smith, who said 
Gilmore was still breathing when put in 
the ambulance for the 25-mile drive to 
Ford to weigh future carefully 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford, resuming work after a California 
vacation, let it be known today he will do 
“a lot of looking and listening” before 
making any definite decisions on his life 
as a private citizen. 
Ford's intention to go slow in charting 
his personal future was relayed by his 
C 
ss secretary, Ron Nessen, who said 
talked to Ford about it this morning. 
In the m eantim e, Nessen told 
reporters, Ford is determined to meet 
his “prime responsibility” for running 
the nation until he leaves office Jan. 
20 
Nessen declined to outline any of the 
options Ford might be considering in 
mulling over his future. 


“The President has made no firm deci­ 
sions on his future plans, either in terms 
of where he will live or what he will do,” 
said Nessen “He is going to do what he 
describes as a lot of looking and listen­ 
ing When he has made his decisions, 
they will be announced. 


“He doesn’t feel that there’s any 
hurry. He’s not rushing to make these 
decisions He believes that he has a 
prime responsibility between now and 


January 20th to be the President of the 
United States and that’s the way he will 
function. 


“He is relaxed and rested and ready to 
complete the duties of his presidency,” 
Nessen told reporters Monday aboard 
Air Force One as Ford flew to 
Washington after eight days of golf in 
Palm Springs, Calif.

“We felt he had suicidal tendencies,” 
Esplin said “He was using the execution 
date as putting the state in a position of 
carrying out his suicide.” 
The lawyer said they suspected a 
suicide pact because in all the agree­ 
ments by Gilmore to sell his life story, 
there is no mention of Miss Barrett get­ 
ting any of the proceeds. 
"They had such a strong relationship,” 
he said “It was strange. It was almost 
as if she wasn’t going to be around.” 
In September, he said, Miss Barrett sl­ 
ashed her arm while visiting Gilmore in 
Utah County Jail. 
Gilmore had been scheduled to go 
before the Utah Board of Pardons 
Wednesday to renew his plea to be shot 
by a firing squad at the prison for the sl­ 
aying last summer of a Provo motel 
clerk 
Warden Smith said a guard found 
Gilmore in his cell, “not breathing 
properly," and called for medical help. 
Paramedics gave him resuscitation, 
then took him to the hospital 25 miles

Cost estimates of carrying 
out a master plan of develop­ 
ment for Toro Canyon County 
Park in Carpintería Valley — 
now down to below half of the 
earlier proposed $300,000 figure

That item set out a possible 
cost of $70,000 for a single new 
restroom facility for the 
foothills park northwest of Car­ 
pintería.

Frost, supervisor of the First 
District in which the park is 
located, also said he felt com­ 
pelled to question the figure 
Park Director Michael Pahos 
then went into a recital of 
restroom economics 
“The moat expensive room in 
a new house today is the 
bathroom,” he said There is 
only one in the park now, he 
declared, and the need for a se­ 
cond one will soon be acute as 
more park visitors are checked 


in each year. 
Pahos declared there were 
alternatives to restrooms such 
as he proposed, and they were 
often a mistake. 
One such mistake appeared to 
have been made in Jalama 
County Beach Park, in Super­ 
visor Francis Beattie’s district. 
“I hope you never put in an­ 
other restroom like the one you 
did at Jalam a,” rem arked 
Beattie “ No sir, we’ll never 
put in one like that again,” 
Pahos replied 
One supervisor remarked 
privately that the county might 
well build a home in the park 
for $70,000 and include a couple 
of toilets in it — and thus be 
ahead. 


Pahos finally agreed with 
Frost to slash the $70,000 
restroom cost estimate down to 
$50,000 


This brought a reduction of 
the total figure from $153,878 to 
$133,878. 
Frost earlier had told Pahos 
to come back with a plan that 
would drastically cut down ex- 
p en se 
fo r e s e e n for an 
equestrian facility. Pahos did 
that, and the total cost figure 
came down dramatically. 
Equestrian area costs were 
visualized at $30,100, including 
a corral, hitching area with 
water, parking for cars bring­ 
ing in horse vans and grading.

U.S. vetoes membership in 
United Nations for Vietnam 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - 
The United States, in vetoing 
U.N. membership for Vietnam 
Monday night, told Hanoi that 
relations between the two 
countries could be normalised 
quickly if Vietnam will account 
for 800 Americans missing in 
the Indochina war. 
Vietnam said the demand for 
such information "could not be 
met." 
The vote was 14-1 in favor of 
membership for Vietnam, but 
the single veto was enough to 
kill the resolution. 
It was the 18th U.S. veto in 
the Security Council since the 
world body was formed. 
Washington has maintained 


steadily that Vietnam must ac­ 
count for the missing Ameri­ 
can servicemen before the 
United States will agree to its 
U.N. admissor. 
U.S. and Vietnamese di­ 
plomats met in Paris Friday to 
discuss the issue of improved 
relations. 
U.S. Ambassador William 
Scranton told the Council the 
United States did not doubt 
Vietnam's ability to meet the 
obligations of the U.N. Charter 
but questioned its willingness to 
do so. 
"It has failed, despite the in­ 
formation available to it, to ac­ 
count sa tisfa c to r ily for 
Americans missing in action 


and to return the remains of 
those killed in the recent con­ 
flict in Indochina, despite 
repeated efforts by the United 
States to persuade them (sic) to 
do so,” Scranton said. 
"I appeal to the current appli­ 
cant to give attention to the 
human rights provisions of the 
Charter, to abandon trading on 
the sorrow of families to attain 
its ends. Normalization of rela­ 
tions could then flow swiftly." 


Ambassador Dinh Ba Thi, 
Vietnam’s U.N. observer, said 
the Hanoi government also 
seeks information on MIAs — 
both A m erican and V iet­ 
namese. 


"There are tens of thousands 
of Vietnamese who are surely 
suffering because of missing 
servicemen two years after the 
w ar,” he told the Council. 
"Hundreds more have been 
killed by the mines left behind 
by the aggressor 
‘‘There is a maneuver, cun­ 
ningly pursued by Messrs. Ford 
and Kissinger, demanding to be 
given a complete list of those 
missing in action—a demand 
that could not be met and which 
does nothing but obstruct nor­ 
malization of relations.” 
The membership resolution 
was sponsored by 11 Council 
members, including the Soviet 
Union, China and France.

NATO nations run by Reds 
will get no U.S. secrets 


WILLIAMSBURG, Va. (UPI) 
— The United States cannot 
share military secrets with 
European governments that 
have communists in their 
cabinets, Sen. Jacob Javits, R- 
N.Y., told the North Atlantic 
Assembly Monday. 
Javits, head of the U S 
delegation to the 22nd annual 
Assembly meeting, also warned 
the U S could be "dragged into 
a depression" if the British, 
Italian or French economies 
collapsed 


He also accused Arab oil 
producing nations of "bankrupt­ 
ing developing countries” and 
said an oil price increase by the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries would "have 
a deleterious impact" on in­ 
dustrialized nations. 
Asked what impact inclusion 
of communists in the Italian or 
French government would have 
on NATO. Javits said in an in­ 
terview: "I believe public opi­ 


nion in our country and congres­ 
sional opinion would be against 
sharing military secrets.” 
He said he doubted it would 
"stop economic cooperation or 
any other kind of relationship, 
but I do think it will directly af­ 
fect the military." 
Saying "we have no right to 
interfere” in the organization 
of a government, Javits said 
that, "every country should 
know ... that our country will 
not be able to be in a military 
alliance with a country a 
significant element of whose 
cabinet is communist.” 


The Assembly is the interpar­ 
liam entary arm of NATO, 
providing a forum for member 
nations to discuss top political 
issues 
Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger was to address 
the group late today, his first 
public appearance since the 
presidential elections. 
NATO Secretary G eneral 
Joseph Luns told the Assembly 


Monday the Soviet Union has 
expanded its military forces 
beyond its needs, and urged 
West European nations to 
match increased Soviet defense 
spending to check the threat. 
"The shadow cast by the 
Soviets in Angola has not been 
dispelled,” Luns said. "Soviet 
intervention in Angola ... struck 
a note of warning, and its 
echoes will not quickly fade 
away.” 
Luns criticized the “ con­ 
tinued expansion of Soviet 
military forces well beyond 
their needs.” But also criticiz­ 
ing European governments, 
Luns said "It will not be possi­ 
ble for NATO even to maintain 
its capabilities unless it gets 
more defense spending.” 
Earlier Monday, Admiral I. 
C. Kidd, Supreme Commander 
of NATO forces. Atlantic, said 
European allies must modern­ 
ize their navies if NATO is to 
“cope with the Soviet maritime 
threat.” 
Air Force wants to keep door 
open to B1 bomber production 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Air Force, caught in transition 
politics, is trying to put its best 
foot forward with President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter while keep­ 
ing the door open for production 
of its controversial B1 bomber. 
An Air Force spokesman said 
Monday the service is trying to 
work out an arrangement with 
the maker of the Bl, Rockwell 
International, that would give 
Carter additional time so he 
wouldn’t have to make a final 
decision on fullscale production 
within a few days of taking of­ 
fice next Jan. 20. 
Congress allowed the Ford 
administration to spend 187 
million a month on the new 
plane in the current budget, but 
also required approval of any 
further spending by the White 
House next Feb 1 The overall 


Bl project could cost $22.9 
billion. 
The Air Force and the Ford 
adm inistration favor going 
ahead with production of the 
plane, but Carter has indicated 
he wants to take his own look at 
the costly program and may 
delay production. 
The spokesman said the Air 
Force is seeking "some sort of 
solution that would not make a 
great gap in the contractor s 
work” but avoid going into 
regular production right away. 
Negotiations are now going 
on between the Air Force and 
Rockwell for an agreement to 
replace the development con­ 
tract. which expires at the end 
of November 
If it expires without a new 
contract being negotiated, work 


on the plane will stop and a 
later restart will cost more 
But if the Air Force goes ahead 
and neg o tiates a regular 
production contract, it would 
pressure Carter for an early 
decision. 
Air Force sources have said 
the service, which wants to get 
off on the right foot with a new 
administration, is anxious to 
avoid getting Carter "boxed in" 
to a decision shortly after tak­ 
ing office. 
The bomber has come under 
strong criticism because of its 
cost, with opponents arguing it 
isn’t needed to supplement mis­ 
siles and the present fleet of 
B52 bombers. Latest Defense 
Department figures show the 
price of each Bl has risen to 
$93 8 million, based on purchas­ 
ing 244 planes 


Kids may get adult flu shots 


26 facing 
Medicaid 
charges 


NEW YORK ( U P I ) - 
Twenty-six nursing home of­ 
ficials, food and services ven­ 
dors face charges today of par­ 
ticipating in a $4 million 
Medicaid kickback scheme that 
may involve half the nursing 
hom es in the New York 
metropolitan area. 
"The number of homes in­ 
volved in the arrangement ... 
could approach 50 per cent 
(125) of the nursing homes in 
th e m e tro p o litan a r e a ,” 
C h a rle s 
H ynes, 
sp e c ia l 
prosecutor for nursing homes, 
said Monday. 
Thirteen nursing home own­ 
ers and employes, 11 vendors 
and two meat company owners 
were named in the indictments. 
They were charged with per­ 
jury. conspiracy, violation of 
health laws and bribing a 
witness 
The system "netted $500 per 
vendor per month per nursing 
home, totaling $4 million over a 
year’s time. And that is a very 
conservative figure," said 
Hynes, who was named special 
prosecutor last year following 
revelations of widespread 
abuse within the industry. 
The kickback scheme was un­ 
covered with the cooperation of 
an unidentified New Jersey 
nursing home owner who 
agreed to tape conversations 
with 30 major suppliers of nurs­ 
ing homes in the metropolitan 
area. 
During the conversations, 
some suppliers suggested the 
nursing home officials be billed 
for more than the amount ac­ 
tu a lly p u rch ased so the 
operator could receive a higher 
payment from Medicaid, Hynes 
said. 
The suppliers then received 
kickbacks of from 5 to 33 per 
cent of their total billings , some 
of which involved deliveries 
that were never made. 
When the vendors were called 
b efo re a grand jury for 
questioning about the kick­ 
backs, most denied knowledge 
of it. Hynes said, but some 
volunteered to tape their con­ 
versations with other nursing 
home operators.

Nkomo today rejected a British 
compromise timetable for 
black m a j o r i t y rule in 
Rhodesia, forcing early 
adjournment of the Geneva 
peace talks. 
Mugabe and Nkomo, partners 
in a "Patriotic Front," also 
said Britain’s failure to set a 
binding date for independence 
meant it had "no intention to 
transfer power to the true 
representatives of the people.” 


Ivor Richard, the British con­ 
ference chairman, adjourned 
the talks after the "Patriotic 
F r o n t ” 
s t a t e m e n t was 
presented and did not set a time 
for another meeting. 


Richard said afterward there 
was “no question of anybody 


leaving” Geneva, but declined 
to give a firm reply to a ques­ 
tion on whether the conference 
could continue without Mugabe 
and 
Nkomo, c a l l i n g it 
"academic and hypothetical." 
Rhodesian foreign Minister 
Pieter van der Byl, leaving the 
meeting, said Mugabe and 
Nkomo had made "all sorts of 
unreasonable and unfounded 
allegations against the chair­ 
man." 
"Frankly I don’t know where 
we stand now,” he said. 


Asked if he thought the con­ 
ference could continue without 
Mugabe and Nkomo, van der 
Byl replied, "I wouldn’t want to 
be over-optimistic." 


British officials also said 
they had "no idea at all” what 
would now happen. 


Richard Monday presented 
the conference with a compro­ 
mise formula that would give 
Rhodesia majority rule in­ 
dependence under the name of 
Zimbabwe on Dec. 1,1977, if the 
necessary legal and consti­ 
tutional process could be com­ 
pleted by that time. 
Richard said Britain believes 
the process will take 15 months, 
in which case independence 
would be on March 1, 1978. 
He did not, however, make 
either date binding. 
The compromise was accept­ 
ed by the two other nationalist 
leaders. Bishop Abel Muzorewa 
and Ndabaningi Sithole, and by 
the minority white government 
delegation in Monday’s 20- 
minute session. 
Mugabe and Nkomo charged 
at today's 12-minute session 
that Britain was using "tactics 


aimed at accentuating divisions 
among African nationalist dele­ 
gations and at negotiating over 
our heads the future of our 
country and the destiny of our 
peoples.” 
They said Richard’s compro­ 
mise was "im precise and 
evasive” and ignored evidence 
that the independence process 
could be completed in nine 
months or in one year at most. 


"There is a justifiable fear of 
attempts by reactionary forces 
to seize power again illegally if 
no specific date is fixed,” they 
said. 
Nkomo and Mugabe also 
charged that Richard had 
withheld inform ation from 
some delegations since infor­ 
mal talks began Oct. 21. A 
British spokesman denied the 
charge. 
Quake causes little damage in Peking 


HONG KONG (UPI) - The 
eighth major earthquake to 
strike China this year sent Pek­ 
ing residents scurrying into the 
streets Monday night, but ap­ 
parently caused little damage, 
reports from Peking indicated 
today. 
There was no immediate 
report of any casualties, but the 
Uppsala Seismological Institute 
in Sweden said the quake was 
"big enough for certain dama- 
ge " 
Reporters who toured Peking 
by automobile Monday night 
said today they could find no 
signs of major damage. 
The temblor, which rocked 
wide area s in the Hopeh 
province east of Peking, regis­ 
tered 6.7 on the open-ended 
Richter scale. 
At least 100,000 persons were 
believed killed in a quake that 
struck the same region July 28. 
That quake registered 8.2 on the 
Richter. 


Reporters in Peking quoted a 
Chinese foreign m inistry 
spokesman as saying the latest 
quake was regarded as an 
aftershock of the July 28 quake. 
Press reports from Peking 
said residents of the capital 
poured out of buildings carry­ 
ing whatever belongings they 
could. Some left the city by 
bicycle for the open coun­ 
tryside. 
There was no official an­ 
nouncement from the Chinese 
government on the quake. 
Japanese reporters in Peking 
reported today that a quake 
warning was issued Sunday in 
the Tangshan area. 100 miles 
southeast of Peking, which was 
at the center of the July quake 
The Kyodo news agency said 
residents were told to expect a 
major quake "in two or three 
days."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
head of President Ford’s swine 
flu immunization program says 
that, because of vaccine shor­ 
tages, he "probably" would 
recommend that some children 
be given adult type shots in the 
event of a flu outbreak. 
Dr. Delano Merriwether, 
chief of the program, Monday 
said, "If indeed there was 
evidence of an outbreak due to 
the swine flu virus we would 
have to reexamine the alterna­ 
tives we have." 
The U.S. Public Health Ser­ 
vice Monday announced that 
only one in every 10 American 
children may get the shots 
because of a vaccine shortage. 
There would be enough vaccine, 
however, to immunize chroni­ 
cally ill children between 3 and 
18 years of age, the health ser­ 
vice said. 
Merriwether was asked if he 
would recommend giving adult 
type single-stage vaccine to 
children if a swine flu case was 
verified "That is probably so, 
he said. 
Assistant Health, Education 
and Welfare Secretary Theo­ 
dore Cooper said Monday that 
only eight million doses of the 
split-virus vaccine suitable for 
children will be available 
before February. 
Since two inoculations would 
be necessary for each young­ 
ster, only four million of 
America’s 40 million children 
between ages 3 and 18 could be 
immunized. 
A Public Health Service 


spokesman said the shortage 
became evident three weeks 
ago when it was determined 
that children would need a split 
rather than a whole virus. 
Whole-virus vaccines caused 
more fever and other side ef­ 
fects in children during field 
tests. 
Limited supplies of split- 
virus vaccine that are available 
%rill be sent to states on a pop­ 
ulation basis for distribution 


through big city clinics to 
children in crowded living con­ 
ditions that make them more 
susceptible to infection. Some 
supplies also will be available 
for private doctors. 
The $135 million swine flu 
campaign has faced malprac­ 
tice insurance problems, scat­ 
tered scientific opposition and, 
more recently, public apathy in 
some areas toward getting the 
shots.

Now that the election is over, let’s talk a little bit 
about what we voters should expect from the congres­ 
smen we returned or are sending to Capitol Hill for the 
first time Lost in all the brou-ha-ha for the presiden­ 
tial candidates was the major role congressmen have 
in the ebb-and-flow of America’s present and future. 
Are we voters getting our tax-dollars’ worth of effec­ 
tive service from these elected officials? 


Theirs may not be among the highest-paid jobs in the 
country compared to the income of large corporation 
executives or professional athletes. But it’s a job they 
sought and campaigned for. They weren’t drafted for 
their jobs They did get a recent salary increase and 
now make $44,625 a year. But it’s the fringe benefits 
that count and it’s estimated that the expense for our 
men and women in Congress totals $71 million 
dollars, at the rate of $132,000 per legislator, a rise of 
perhaps 30 per cent in 10 years 


Congressmen have free office space in Washington 
and maintain one or more offices in their home dis­ 
tricts, also at government expense. Each has a staff 
of, at least, 16 people, with an average salary of up­ 
wards of $18,000, which is more than most individuals 
in the aging population can put together from Social 
Security benefits, small dividends and bank interest, 
and income from odd jobs they may be able to find. 
They have unlimited sick leave and also free 
medical treatment at Walter Reed and Bethesda 
Naval Hospital, and this sort of private national health 
plan is also available to their families. A whopping 
$7.500 is allotted to each congressman for “general ex­ 
penses,” which doesn’t have to be accounted for. It can 
be carried over for years and when a legislator leaves 
office it’s a wonderful “unofficial” pension to bank 
along with the official large pension. 
We may cringe at the climbing postal rates when we 
drop our few letters in the mail box, but franking 
privileges are part of a congressman’s free 
operational expense. It means he can send out thou­ 
sands of pieces of mail each day without having to lick 
one 13 cent stamp. Which probably is permissable for 
government and congressional matters, but a 
legislator’s personal mail and campaign literature 
often gets a free ride through the postal system. 


Each congressman is allowed 26 trips a year to his 
home, with you and me paying the cost, which is a 
lump sum of about $7,500. And it appears that some of 
our legislators have been padding their expense ac­ 
counts to show they drove although they had flown 
Because the allowance for car mileage is greater than 
a first-class plane ticket. 


You and I would like to take vacation trips abroad. 
But we can’t afford them. Yet we pay for the foreign 
jaunts of our people in Congress. In addition to the 60 
holidays scheduled for them, many seem to be ever so 
ready to fly to faraway places around the globe, with 
the excuse that they are “inspection trips ” 1 call them 
“junkets,” and very often they take along members of 
their families (or friends), at taxpayers’ expense.

A ccording to Diam ond 
Walnut News, Santa Barbara 
County, one of the first and at 
one time one of the foremost 
producers of walnuts in Califor­ 
nia, had an acreage of 2,661 in 
1958. 
According to Farm Adviser 
George Goodall of the Exten­ 
sion Service, walnut acreage in 
the county in 1975 moved 
downward to 1,995 acres. 
Although he had no exact 
figures for the number of acres 
planted to walnuts in the Santa 
Ynez 
V alley 
(a ll 
a re 
categorized under deciduous 
orchards with the bulk probably 
in walnuts), Goodall said the 


figure for the valley in 1968 was 
560 acres. This was lowered to 
490 acres in 1975. 
It is known that some ad­ 
ditional land has been planted 
to walnuts during the past 
decade in the valley, but it is 
also known th at several 
plantings on smaller acreages, 
including trees that were 
placed in the ground 30 to 50 
years ago, have been removed 
to m ake way for m ore 
profitable crops. 
In the statewide ranking for 
1958, San Joaquin led with 
17,672, Four counties, including 
Santa Barbara, Santa Clara, 
Riverside, and Los Angeles, 
were included in 1958 but do not 
appear on the 1975 state 
acreage list 
Tulare was first last year 
with 30, 391 acres, and a quartet 
of counties added included 
Glenn. Yolo, San Benito, and 
Madera 
Total acreage in walnuts in 
1958 in the state was 153,525 A 
marked increased is noted in 
1975 with the total reaching 


207,501. 
In its lead paragraph to the 
report-story, Diamond Walnut 
News said “ 1976 will draw an 
era to a close. The Las Armas 
Rancho, one of the first com­ 
mercial walnut plantings in 
California, located in Goleta 
Valley, will cease walnut 
production after this year’s 
harvest 
“Historically this orchard 
was a part of the Dos Pueblos 
land grant deeded to Nicholaus 
Den by the Mexican Governor, 
Alvarado, of Alta California in 
1842. The original grant in­ 
cluded more than 15,500 acres 
of the Goleta Valley, extending 
from the Pacific Ocean to the 
Santa Ynez Mountains.

Quebec election 


MONTREAL (UPI) - Rene 
Levesque’s P arti Québécois 
scored a stunning victory over 
the ruling Liberal Party Mon­ 
day in a historic decision, which 
could lead to Quebec's seces­ 
sion from Canada. 
In his victory speech to 8,000 
jubiliant party faithful, a weep­ 
ing Levesque declared he would 
lead Canada’s largest province 
to independence “only when an 
adult society has proven itself 
with a clear m ajority in a 
referendum.” 
Constitutional experts ex­ 
plained that for Quebec to legal­ 
ly b eco m e a p o litic a lly 
sovereign state it would need 
the approval of the federal 
government, the other nine 
provinces and the B ritish 
Parliam ent, which controls 
Canada’s constitution, the Brit­ 
ish North America Act. They 
said this approval would be im­ 
possible to attain. 
The Parti Québécois made 
solid gains over the ruling 
Liberals throughout the mainly 
French-speaking province and 
less than two hours after die 
polls closed the PQ’s majority 
win was called. 
Final, but unofficial results, 
showed the PQ had won 70 of 
the 110 seats in the provincial 
legislature. ITie PQ won only 
only six in the last election in 
1973. Prem ier Robert Bouras- 
sa, defeated in his own Mercier 
riding, saw his solid Liberal 


majority of 102 elected in 1973 
slashed to only 27 seats. 
The Union National under 
Rodrigue Biron, chosen party 
leader only six months ago, 
took 11 seats. The UN had ruled 
Quebec for 40 years but was all 
but wiped out in 1973, elected in 
only one constituency. 
The fledgling Parti Nationale 
Populaire and the Raliiement 
Creditiste were each elected to 
one seat in the National As­ 
sembly. 
Levesque, 54, promised his 
party would bear the responsi­ 
bility of government ‘‘in the 
name of everyone. We will not 
forget a single one.” He said he 
hoped Quebec would “ keep 
friendly with the rest of the peo­ 
ple in Canada ... but in a 
country that we want.” 
Prime Minister Pierre Tru­ 
deau, whose federal Liberal 
government has its power base 
in Quebec, showed bitter disap­ 
pointment at the PQ victory 
and said Canada's constitution 
would be enforced. 
“In a democratic election, 
Quebec voters granted the 
Parti Quebecois enough seats to 
form the next government,” 
Trudeau said. 
But the prime minister ad­ 
ded, “Mr. Levesque and his 
party have been granted a man­ 
date to form a provincial 
government, not to separate 
that province from the rest of 
Canada.”

High unemployment 
to persist: Carter 


PLA IN S, G a. (U P I) 
President-elect Jimmy Carter 
has informed the American 
public that it must endure un­ 
employment of 5 to 7 per cent 
for at least another three years. 
This statement and others at 
a Monday news conference 
raised the question of whether 
Carter is shifting some empha­ 
sis from fighting unemploy­ 
ment to avoiding inflation. 
During his campaign, Carter 
repeatedly said that his ad­ 
m inistration’s top priority 
would be putting 8 million un­ 
employed persons back to 
work. He did not say Monday 
that he had changed his mind, 
but he said no one should expect 
him to do so overnight or to ig­ 
nore the possibility of inflation. 
“ I would guess that would be 
a likely prospect,” said Carter 
when asked whether he expect­ 
ed unemployment to remain in 
the range of 5 to 7 per cent. 
The question was raised 
because Carter said at several 
points that his goal was to get 
unemployment down to 4.5 per 
cent by the end of his four-year 
term and to balance the federal 
budget. 
Within that framework, he 
said, inflation could be brought 
down to the 4 to 5 per cent level. 
With Carter was longtime 
aide Jody Powell, who, he said, 
would be his White House press 
secretary, the first appoint­ 
ment of the Carter administra­ 
tion. Powell also served as 
Carter s press secretary when 
he was governor of Georgia. 
The economy and foreign 
policy dominated the news con­ 
ference. with Carter also say­ 
ing he probably would not ask 
Federal 
Reserve Chairman 
Arthur Bums to resign, that he 
would not sacrifice new social 
programs even if the economy 
remained poor, and that he 
might cut foreign aid to Chile 
and other countries if they did 
not change their attitudes on 
human rights 
Carter said he felt unemploy­ 
ment could be brought down to 
the 5.5 per cent level without 
releasing any inflationary pres­ 
sures in the economy, but 
beyond that point there would 
be “trade-offs” between unem­ 
ployment and inflation. 
Carter also said he will meet 
with Bums in Washington next 
week and would not rule out the 
possibility that he would ask 


Bums to resign although Bums’ 
term is not yet up. “My first in­ 
clination of course, would be to 
work with him harmoniously 
and let him stay on as chair­ 
man," Carter said. 
The president-elect said rela­ 
tions with Chile will be “very 
serio u sly a ffe c te d by an 
absence of concern for human 
rights " He said 80 per cent of 
Food for Peace funds in the 
Western Hemisphere went to 
Chile and added: 
“I think the allocation of 
foreign aid and the normal 
friendship of our country would 
be determined or affected cer­ 
tainly by the attitude of those 
c o u n trie s to w ard hum an 
rights.” 


VIENNA, Austria (UPI) - 
U.S. efforts to avert an increase 
in the world oil price have little 
chance of success, according to 
sources close to the world’s 
major oil producers. 
The sources said economic 
experts of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
will recommend an oil price in­ 
crease to OPEC’s ministerial 
meeting Dec. 15 at Qatar. 
OPEC’s Economic Commis­ 
sion convened Monday for a 
one-week conference to prepare 
a report for the oil ministers. 


“They can only make recom­ 
mendations,” an OPEC source 
said. “The decisions will be 
taken by the ministers.” 


There was little doubt among 
oil experts that the Economic 
Commission of the 13-member 
organization will recommend 
an increase in the oil price that 
has remained frozen in the last 
two ministerial meetings. 


“The price of oil must be 
maintained by linking it to the 
price of manufactured goods,” 
one source said. 


OPEC hardliners, led by Iran, 
said the price of goods they im­ 
port from the West has risen 35 
per cent during the past three 
years. 


In Washington, U.S. officials 


said last week the United States 
is using world opinion and an 
appeal to the oil producers’ own 
financial interests to try to 
avert a world oil price increase. 
The U.S. efforts, the sources 
said, have little chance of suc­ 
cess. 
Unofficial reports from the 
Middle East have said a price 
increase of as much as 10 to 20 
per cent may be ordered by the 
oil ministers next month. 
Saudi Arabia, the world’s 
largest oil exporter, has been 
mainly responsible for the oil 
price freezes at the last two 
m inisterial m eetings. This 
time, however, the atmosphere 
is different. 


King Khaled of Saudi Arabia 
said in an interview published 
in New York his country would 
have liked an oil price freeze 
until the end of 1977 but obliga­ 
tions to other OPEC members 
“may preclude such a freeze.” 


The Saudis are said to be 
agreeable now to what is called 
a “nominal” price increase. 


Oil experts said this means a 
10 per cent increase that would 
be well below the hardliners’ 
demand for a 25-per-cent raise, 
which they say would be 
justified in view of Western in­ 
flation. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Factories, mines and utilities 
cut production of goods and 
m aterials 0.7 per cent in 
September and October for the 
first drop since the economic 
recovery began, the govern­ 
ment says. 
“These reductions include the 
effects of strikes in the farm 
equipment and automotive in­ 
dustries,” the Federal Reserve 
Board said Monday. “ The 
direct strike effect is estimated 
to have accounted for some­ 
what less than one-third of the 
October decline.” 
But other production not con­ 
nected with the strikes also fell. 
“Output of home goods, such as 
appliances, carpeting and fur-

niture was reduced ... (and) 
production of nondurable con­ 
sum er goods, particularly 
clothing, also decreased,” the 
board said. 
Production of textiles, paper 
and chemicals “declined shar­ 
ply,” the board said. 
Declines of 0.2 per cent in 
September and 0.5 per cent in 
October were foreboding for 
the nation’s 7.5 million un­ 
employed, since higher in­ 
dustrial production is man­ 
datory for any major improve­ 
ment in the jobless rate 
In another piece of bad news, 
the Commerce Department 
said business inventories in­ 
c re a s e d 0.9 p e r c e n t in 
September, largely because of 
weaker sales. 
The reports were sure to 
spark renewed interest in a tax 
cut, especially for lower and 


middle income workers, to 
stimulate the economy. Presi­ 
dent-elect Jimmy Carter said 
he would ask Congress for a tax 
cut directed at low and middle 
income workers if evidence 
developed that the economy 
was weakening. 
In the past year, the average 
worker’s spendable income 
after taxes and inflation fell 0.8 
per cent. The tax rebates in 
April 1975 pumped 317 billion 
into the economy, increased 
spendable earnings 1 per cent 
and ended the worst recession 
since World War II. 
But production improve­ 
ments that began then ground 
to a halt in September. Produc­ 
tion fell again in October. 
The Federal Reserve Board 
said last month that production 
was unchanged in September. 
But the estimate was revised 


Monday to a 0.2 per cent decline 
- the first fall since a 0.8 per 
cent dip in March, 1975. 
The board said production of 
consumer durable goods such 
as cars, refrigerators and the 
like fell 1.7 per cent, nondura­ 
bles fell 0.2 per cent, business 
equipment 1.1 per cent and 
materials 0.5 per cent. The only 
positive sign in the report was 
construction supplies, up 0.1 per 
cent. 
Despite the strike at Ford, 
auto manufacturers managed 
to assemble at a 7.7 million unit 
annual rate — unchanged from 
September. Production of busi­ 
ness equipment dropped largely 
because of the farm equipment 
strike. 
The board said its index of in­ 
dustrial production stood at 
130.4 in October, down from 
131.3 in August.

Uptown on Fifth Avenue in Manhattan, crowds file 
into the Metropolitan Museum of Art to view the 
Rembrandts, the Van Goghs, the Picassos, the new 
Andrew Wyeth exhibit and recent additions to the 
Egyptian collection featuring mummies from the time 
of Queen Tiy. Meanwhile, in midtown another jewel of 
our culture toils away in relative obscurity. 
“I like to paint,” said Rocky Graziano, “because it s 
very, very — it’s sometin’ in my life what makes me 
feel good and it always has since I started wit’ it in the 
Reformatory, the Cat’lic Protectorate in the Bronx, 
when I was tirteen and it was good even for kids 
because then you don’t have to just be in sports or rob- 
bin’ or bookmakin’ to get along. 
“It gives you pride, like you done sometin , like, ma, 
look, I made this pitcher myself.” 
Graziano is 54 years old and weighs 159 pounds, the 
same weight as when he was middleweight champion 
of the world in the late 1940s. His broad, friendly, 
lumpy face is a palpable reminder of his early pug 
years, and a conceivable model for a George Bellows 
boxing oil. Rocky may be best known for the zestful 
television commercials in which he always p»ays 
himself, Rocky Graziano, an original, to be sure, and 
perhaps a masterpiece. 
A delight for Graziano is to set up an easel on the 
terrace of his penthouse apartment on a sunny day. 
“I take my shirt off and get a sun-bat’ while I m 
workin’ over de canvas,” he said. 
“Erl paintin’ is what I like most because you can 
mix ’em around pretty good and you can take it off and 


put it on. See, when you t’row on a water color you got- 


ta,‘*l*p»int bright. Green and red and white are my 
favorite colors, believe it or not. Come to t ink.erf! it, 
my boxin’ robe was green and white. So I a 
dem colors. And red, too, Yeah, t row red in wit em. 
“Some people who aren’t bums and are supposedto 
know about art tell me I got good perspective and good 
coordination. My subjects a rean yth m gl see - a 
building, a face, a cab passin by You can see tnat 
from the paintings up on the walls of my house, got 
or 12 or 15 of ’em hangin’.” 
. 
Graziano says he doesn’t sell any of 
because he prefers to keep them and 'fan ai,"rd "“t ° 
sell ’em .” He says he has saved enough money to 
retire now. if he’d wish. 


“I loaned a paintin’ to a friend,” said Rocky. It was 
my favorite. A big round one. Then he wanted to auc­ 
tion it. I told him I was gonna kill him if he did. 


Graziano explained where he first learned some art 
technique. "In reform school I was in readm and 
writin’ and I was a belligerent kid. a bad pain in the 
fanny - I couldn’t cope wit’ studying, so they sent me 
to a thing called art class. Great. No stuydin . What it 
was was leamin’ to write big letters wit shadowing 
“And from letterin’ I learned how to draw and then 
how to mix colors. I didn’t start to paint until I was a 
young fighter in 1944 and trainin’ at Greenwood Lake^I 
saw a guy paintin' the lake. I looked over his shoulder 
and said ‘Hey, why don’t ya mix this color wit’ this 
one?” He said, “How the hell you know that? 


“Well I had time on my hands when trainin was 
over for the day and I began paintin’ the lake myself. 
“In later years I even did copies of Picasso, 
couldn’t afford to buy originals. I copied three or four 
or five. They’re good, but you just don t paint like 
Picasso. He had a helluva perspective himselC 
fantastic. People thought he was weird at first, Ibut he 
took off like a champ, which he was, a champ in h s 
own field. He had guts enough to do stuff people 
thought was nuttin’ but a rag. 
Rembrandt? “Oh, treemendous. 
And DaVinci? “Un-flippin’-believable! In those days 
when he was paintin’ they didn’t even make colors^ 
They scrubbed from the brick to make red and scrub­ 
bed from sandstone to make white. Then they put it in

Because Dorsett has been doing his thing for four full 
seasons (this is only Bell’s second year as a tailback) and has the 
attention of the influential press east of the Rockies, I fell the Pitt 
star is almost odds-on for the Heisman award.

It’s clamming time along the 1,100-mile 
California coastline. If you don’t get your share, 
you have only yourself to blame. 
Steamed littlenecks, fried razors. Pismo 
ch ow d er—clams are a gourmet’s delight. 
The best clamming tides along the California 
coastline occur from November through 
February and from April through July. 
Winter’s low clamming tides occur during the 
afternoon and evening, and spring lows occur 
during the early morning. It makes a difference, 
when you stop to consider the legal hours for 
clamming are from one-half hour before sunrise 
to one-half hour after sunset. 
As a rule of thumb, the most successful clam­ 
ming is during minus tides of -0.5 foot or lower. 
This is the time when untapped clam beds can be 
easily located by the digger. 
The extent of digging and the location for 
clamming depends upon the clam you are after. 
If you’re looking for the ever-popular Pismo 
clam, you head for the long sandy strands. The 
Pismo beach area, Malibu and Huntington 
Beach are exceptional producers.

To take Pismos, you’ll need a clamming fork 
(actually a potato fork), preferable with 
measuring device attached. They are available 
at many bait and tackle shops along the coast. 
A measuring device is required. The size limit 
is five inches in greatest shell diameter north of 
the boundary between San Luis Obispo and 
Monterey counties, and four and one-half inches 
south of that boundary. 
In all areas the limit is 10. 
Littlenecks, chiones and cockles are found in 
bays, estuaries and smaller inlets along the en­ 
tire coastline from San Diego to Humboldt Bay, 
and also off points along outer coastline where 
there is a good cobble area. 
Among the other popular clams along the 
coast are the razor clam, found along the 
stra n d s no rth of H um boldt B ay; and 
Washingtons and gapers, found in sandy and 
muddy areas such as Morro Bay. You 11 general­ 


ly have to dig down as much as three or four feet 
or more for Washingtons and gapers, but the ef­ 
fort is worth it.

PROVIDENCE, R.I. (UPS) — Pro basketball 
star Marvin Barnes may wind up in a Rhode 
Island jail if a judge finds the wayward forward 
violated probation in a 1972 assault case. 
Superior Court Judge William M. Mackenzie 
signed an arrest warrant Monday sought by city 
police, who contend Barnes’ Oct. 9 arrest on a 
gun charge was a probation violation. 
The former American Basketball Association 
Rookie of the Year was charged with having an 
unloaded handgun in his luggage when it was 
checked at the Romulus, Mich., airport. 
The court could order Barnes to serve a one- 
year prison term, which was suspended in an as­ 
sault case two years ago. He faces criminal 
charges in connection with the Michigan case. 
In May 1974, Barnes pleaded guilty to as­ 
saulting a former Providence College teammate 
with a tire iron in 1972. He was given a one-year 
suspended sentence and three years’ probation 
Barms, a Providence native, later contended 
he did not assault Lawrence Ketvirtis but felt 
the state had enough evidence to convict him. 
In May 1975, a U.S. District Court jury in 
Providence ordered Barnes to pay Ketvirtis 
$10,000 for assault in a $1.5 million civil damages 
suit Lawyers for both sides claimed the verdict 
was vindication for their clients. 
After the verdict, the 6-foot-9 Barnes vowed to 
“play basketball, go on with my career and stay 
out of trouble.” 
Barnes' unpredictable career took another 
turn last week when the Detroit Pistons, who 
acquired him when the ABA and National 
Basketball Association merged, suspended him 
a third time this season for missing practice ses­ 
sions. 
Detroit paid $500,000 in the ABA dispersal 
draft for Barnes, who has not yet played for the 
team. He is nursing a strained Achilles tendon.

Some clamming advice on the subject: 
—Don’t use a galvanized bucket to hold clams. 
It can spoil your clams by electrolytic action. 


—The best way to get the sand out of a clam is 
to keep it in salt water two or three days, chang­ 
ing the water several times. Don’t keep your 
clams in fresh water, and if you don’t intend to 
use them right away, freeze them after they are 
purged by salt water. 
—Frozen clams will gape open when thawed, 
and the sand can easily be washed away. 
Mussels are good, too, and many people never 
think of taking them. The annual quarantine on 
mussels ended Oct. 31. Mussels are usually 
found in solid rock areas, such as breakwaters 
and pier pilings along the entire California 
coastline. And note this, the limit is 25 pounds in 
the shell on sea mussel and bay mussel in com­ 
bination. 
Clams whether steamed, baked, deviled, 
roasted, served with linguini or chopped up for 
chowder, are considered highly by gourmets. 
They are high in vitamins and other nutritional 
assets, and lower in calories than many of the 
foods served on holiday menus.

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Carter's first appointee 
is 'good ole' Jody Powell 


United Press International 
Jody Powell is a “ good ole’ boy” in the best 
southern tradition, fun-loving, given to quips, at 
home spinning tales. His straight blond hair 
occasionally falls over his forehead and he walks 
with an easy, slightly bow-legged lope. 
By Jimmy Carter’s own words, Powell is the 
person closest to Carter outside the president­ 
elect’s own family. And Monday, Carter made 
Powell’s selection as press secretary his first 
formal appointment. 
During the heat of the campaign, Powell once 
quipped, “ being called a liar by Lester Maddox 
(a former Georgia governor) is like being called 
ugly by a frog.” 
A few days ago, Powell joked to reporters that 
yes. Carter might appoint him White House 
press secretary “ to punish me for the Playboy 
interview and all of you for a multitude of sins. 


Powell is disorganized, infrequently returns 
telephone calls and doesn’t yield responsibility 
easily to his subordinates. But he has strength 
that could make him the most powerful and in­ 
fluential press secretary ever to serve in the 
White House — an intimate relationship with 
Carter, Carter’s “ complete confidence" and 
other responsibilities going far beyond his duties 
with the news media. 


“ I wanted to get this announcement done early 
because I felt that if we delayed it further, it 
might take away from the importance of the ap­ 
pointment of secretary of state or secretary of 
defense,” Carter himself quipped to reporters. 
Powell, 33, grew up in Vienna, Ga., not far 
from Plains. His father, now dead, was a 
farmer, and his mother is a schoolteacher. Like 
his boss, Powell is a Baptist. Unlike his boss, 
Jody — no one calls him anything else — chain 


smokes and likes, as he refers to it, “ a shooter’’ 
(a drink). 
“ He’s always been backslid,” laughs old clas­ 
smate, Mrs. Bruce Edwards, wife of the pastor 
of Plains Baptist Church. 
Powell was expelled from the Air Force 
Academy. “ I cheated,” Powell said. “ There 
were no particular extenuating circumstances 
for it. I was aware of what I was doing at the 
time, it was the wrong thing to do. As a result I 
had to resign ... I hoped I learned something 
from it. Whether I did or not, it was a mistake, a 
serious one.” 
Powell said he told Carter about it when he 
went to work for him in the 1970 gubernatorial 
campaign. He said Carter replied: “ Don’t worry 
about it.” 
Powell took his B A. degree at Georgia State 
in political science and completed almost all of 
his course work for a doctorate. After the cam­ 
paign, during which he had driven for Carter, he 
became the governor’s press secretary. 
He says his lack of a professional journalistic 
background “ is a bit of a handicap.” 
Powell acknowledges that he feels a loyalty to 
the man he works for in dealing with reporters. 
But he says that he would not lie or mislead. 
“ I think it ought always to be understood by 
everybody concerned that although my job is to 
serve the press, to act as an intermediary,” 
Powell said in an interview, ” ... I do work for 
the candidate and that obviously, that allegiance 
to the candidate or public official should not 
allow me to lie or mislead or attempt to grant 
and withhold information based on who’s 
treating us fairly and who’s not.” 
Powell and his wife. Nan, an elementary 
school teacher in Atlanta and a Baptist choir 
singer, have one daughter, Emily, 9.

Davis noted that the associa­ 
tion as a whole has endorsed the 
limit but said “ sufficient con­ 
cern has been expressed to 
cause us to look further at this 
matter.” 
“ What we have is a law that 
is unpopular with the people 
and the burden has fallen total­ 
ly on police,” Davis said. “ We 
need to determine if there is a 
life-saving factor and if there is 
a fuel-conservation factor. If 
there is. then public education 
should be the order of the day.” 
Wilson E. Speir, association 
vice president and Texas direc­ 
tor of public safety, said a 60 


m.p.h. limit m i$it be better for 
multilane highways and rural 
areas. 
“ I ’m not for a return to a 70 
m.p.h. lim it,” Speir said, “ but I 
am of the opinion now that 60 is 
more realistic than 55 and that 


it would elicit a lot more volun­ 
tary compliance and respect for 
the law.” 
Speir said Texas troopers 
made more than 700,000 arrests 
this year because of the 55 
m.p.h. limit.

Miss Hearst, 22. still faces 
tria l in Los Angeles on 
numerous charges resulting 
from an in cid ent at an 
Inglewood sporting goods store 
in May 1974. 
The Los Angeles County 
District Attorney’s office said 
Monday that, if U.S. District 
Judge William H. Orrick Jr. 
allows her release from federal 
prison, she will have to post a 
$500,000 bail on the state 
charges before prison officials 
can release her. 
Last week Orrick conducted a 
bail hearing for Miss Hearst, 


and he was expected to rule on 
the request this week. Defense 
attorneys asked for their 
client’s release, pending the 
outcome of their appeal of her 
conviction on bank robbery 
charges. 
Orrick asked the defense at­ 
torneys to draw up a plan which 
would insure Miss Hearst’s 
safety if he orders her release. 
They will submit it to him early 
this week 
Miss Hearst. daughter of San 
Francisco Examiner President 
Randolph A. Hearst, was 
transferred early last week 
from the Federal Youth Center 
at Pleasanton across San Fran­ 
cisco Bay to the Federal 
Metropolitan Correctional Cen­ 
ter in San Diego. 
The Bureau of Prisons said 
the transfer was at Miss 


Hearst’s request, but her 
lawyers said it was because she 
had been the target of threaten­ 
ing letters.

One film strip has been in­ 
terpreted by some as showing 
one or more people, possibly 
with rifles, standing on a grassy 
knoll overlooking the Kennedy 
motorcade at the time of the 
shooting. 


But Rep. Thomas M. Dow­ 
ning, the committee chairman, 
told reporters later, “ I didn’t 
see any people on the hill.” 


The Warren Commission, 
which first investigated the 
Kennedy 
assassination, 
concluded that Lee Harvey 
Oswald was the sole assassin 
and it found no signs of a con­ 
spiracy involving others. 


Then Attorney General Ram­ 
sey Clark, immediately after 
the King assassination and then 
after James Earl Ray was 
charged and sent into life im­ 
prisonment for the crime, as­ 
serted that there was no 


evidence of a “ widespread plot 
... there is no evidence that 
more were involved.” 


But through the years, persis­ 
tent doubts have arisen on both 
the Kennedy and King murders 
as new reports come to light on 
what the F B I and CIA knew 
about Oswald and Ray and their 
motivation, and of a campaign 
by the F B I itself to besmirch 
King’s character. 
Only a few days before the 
panel met, the Washington Post 
said a memo has been found in 
which F B I Director J. Edgar 
Hoover said a highly reliable 
source had informed him that 
Oswald told Cuban officials of 
his plans to kill the president. 
Downing and Richard A 
Sprague, the committee’s chief 
counsel and staff director, said 
they had not seen the Hoover 
memo but had asked the Justice 
Department and intelligence 
agencies to provide all the 
documentation and evidence 
they had on the Kennedy and 
King killings. 
Downing said that the com­ 
mittee was forming a task force 
of 170 persons to conduct its in­ 
vestigation. 


“ It sounds like a lot of 
people,” he said, “ but Congress 
mandated us to do a thorough 
job.” 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (U PI) 
— In a new payoff from a 27- 
year study, researchers have 
found that children of fathers 
who had premature heart at­ 
tacks are at greater risk of 
developing heart disease them­ 
selves. 
Offspring of heart disease 
victims studied in Framing­ 
ham, Mass., tended to have 
higher blood pressure, higher 
cholesterol levels in the blood 
and to be heavier than children 
of parents who did not have 
heart disease. 
There also were more smok­ 
ers among the offspring of 
heart attack victim s than 
among those whose parents did 
not have the disease. 
All those elements are con­ 
sidered contributing factors to 
heart disease, the nation’s 
number one killer. 
The results of the Framing­ 
ham study were reported Mon­ 
day at the opening session of 
the American Heart Associa­ 
tion’s 49th scientific meeting by 
Dr. Manning Feinleib, chief 
epidemiologist at the National 
Heart, Lung and Blood In­ 
stitute. 
“ We think we have a very 
useful educational message — 
that children of men who had 
heart attacks seem to be at in­ 
creased risk and should be a 
primary target of prevention,” 
Feinleib said. 
Dr. William Kannel, medical 
director of the Framingham 
study, said in an interview that 
he believes both hereditary fac­ 
tors and environmental con­ 
ditions are responsible for the 
findings. 
“ With the smoking, for exam­ 
ple, it seems reasonable to me 
to explain the fact that the cor­ 
onary parent’s children smoke 
more on the fact that the parent 
smoked more and the children 
learned to smoke by observing 
their parents and peers,” Kan­ 
nel said. 
“ The fact that they are will­ 
ing to do this despite the fact 
that they know their smoking 
parent had a coronary attack 
indicates how strong this social 


pressure to conform is. To me, 
the message is that parents 
should consider the effect of 
their smoking habit on their 
children.” 
The Framingham heart dis­ 
ease study began in 1949 when 
1,105 couples who lived in the 
suburban community outside of 
Boston agreed to take part in a 
longterm study of heart disease 
risk factors. These people have 
been followed for more than 20 
years. 
The offspring study started in 
1971. A total of 2,179 children of 
845 couples were examined for 
possible heart disease risk fac­ 
tors and compared with their 
parents. Most of the offspring 
ranged in age 30 to 60. About 200 
of their fathers had heart dis­ 
ease.

To punish is 
not enough 


It would seem reasonable, 
and many crim inologists 
argue, that the fear of a stiff 
prison sentence would deter 
crim es serious enough to 
warrant such punitive action. 
In fact, the argument over 
the use of executions for 
capital offenses has raged for 
years and no answers have 
been forthcoming, although a 
lot of studies have indicated 
fear of death is no deterrent. 
On the o th er hand, the 
Supreme Court recently said 
executions are constitutional, 
so legally, at least, it’s O.K. to 
take an eye for an eye. 
According to a 101-page 
study prepared under a Law 
Enforcement Assistance Ad­ 
ministration grant and spon­ 
sored by the San Mateo County 
B ar 
A s s o c i a t i o n , 
the 
harshness of a sentence has 
little significance in deterring 
a criminal from repeating a 
crime. 
The study of burglars, rob­ 
bers, and those sentenced for 
assault and petty theft found 
that about 60 per cent of con­ 
victed criminals return to a 
life of crime after serving 
their sentences, regardless of 
the length of the sentence; or 
that from 50 per cent to 90 per 
cent of the d efe n d a n ts 
repeated their crimes once 
released. 
What’s obvious about these 
statistics is that neither is the 
sentence a deterrent to the 


repeating of a crime nor is the 
threat of a severe sentence go­ 
ing to dissuade a person from 
doing whatever is his wont in 
the first place. 
So, it would appear jails and 
prisons, at least in the U.S., 
are little more than holding 
tanks serving the purpose of 
tem porarily 
preventing 
criminals from committing 
crimes without pause. Their 
sentence, then, provides the 
society with a brief respite 
from the criminal’s pursuit of 
fun and profit. And a prison 
term might even be con- 
• sidered akin to a sort of 
welfare program, with the ad­ 
ded incentives of room and 
board thrown in. 
It is becoming increasingly 
doubtful that a change can be 
wrought in these statistics 
without some radical change 
in our society’s methods of 
h a n d l in g the a b e r r a n t 
behavior which makes a 
criminal of a person. 
Society is the easiest 
s c a p e g o a t for c rim in a l 
behavior in the first place, and 
is widely used for that pur­ 
pose. And whether that is true 
or not, the mind set which 
would return a supposedly 
rehabilitated defendant to a 
life of crime must be better 
understood before any sub­ 
stantial progress is made in 
making our system of justice 
do that for which 
it was 
designed... deter as well as 
chastise.

In regard to last week’s Graphs 
column about Pierre Claeyssens’ name 
being spelled wrong on the bronze plate 
commemorating the county’s new Lom­ 
poc Administration Building, at Cypress 
Avenue and E Street, I received some in­ 
teresting comments from Dorothy P. 
Schalck: “ ...I couldn’t help sympathise 
with architect Pierre 
Claeyssens having his 
name spelled wrong 
and I don’t see why the 
‘goof’ shouldn’t be cor­ 
rected ... On anything 
so perm anent as a 
bronze plaque the 
name should have 
been checked and dou­ 
ble checked This is 
just another example 
of the carelessness of 
people who should 
know better ... My 
name happens to be 
Schalck, you would be 
surprised how often it is spelled wrong ... 
It irks me no end, but 1 have found a way 
to call it to the attention of the careless 
people: If my name is spelled wrong, the 
next time 1 have a correspondence with 
that person, I leave out the second or six­ 
th letters of their name and you would be 
surprised how fast the spelling of my 
name is corrected ... So I think Mr. 
Claeyssens is entitled to have his name 
spelled right on anything that is so 
prominently displayed and let the person 
that made the mistake pay for it and 111 
bet he will be more careful in the 
future.” 
The misspelling of Claeyssens’ name 
was noted in this space last Thursday, 
but the discovery really stemmed from 
research for a Graphs column of Nov. 2. 
Now comes an addendum to the whole 
question, I was telUng a school board 
trustee last week about the misspelling 
of Claeyssens’ name and the trustee 
called my attention to an even 
greater blunder on the bronze plaque af­ 
fixed to the wall of the school district’s 
central administration building on North 
A Street. We were standing in the lobby 
of the building following a school board 
meeting. The trustee pointed to the 
plaque - a finely emblazoned plaaue of 
the very best bronze ■— and said that it 
bore the name of Assistant Supt. Alice 
Milligan, along with the other ap­ 
propriate names, when in fact it should 
have borne the name of former assistant 
Supt. Art Timmer. Tim me r. who has 
d e p a rte d 
the 
d i s t r i c t 
for 
a 
superintendent’s job elsewhere was as­ 
sistant to then Supt. Glenn Wegner, 
along with Mel Wilde. Timmer was in 
charge of curriculum and Wilde, 
business affairs of the district. Milligan, 
if my information is correct, wasn’t an 


assistant superintendent, but 
was in 
charge of personnel and special affairs 
at the time the building was dedicated or 
occupied. 
However, the goof if it is one, can be 
laid at the door of Claeyssens himself. 
Claeyssens provided the plaque, out of 
his own pocket as a gesture of 
friendliness toward the school board and 
administration. Now it remains to be 
seen, whether. 1) the plaque’s wording 
with Milligan s name included may 
perhaps have been accurate at the time 
the plaque was enscribed; and-or, 2» the 
legend may or may not have been given 
to Claeyssens by the district administra­ 
tion. If the latter is the way it was, 
Claeyssens can be forgiven. By the same 
token, however, someone in the ad­ 
ministration, cannot be forgiven 
The facts of this new case could not be 
checked out adequately Monday as this 
was being written That’s the way things 
stand now. 
Claeyssens, it should be noted, was the 
designer of both administration 
buildings 
In another reflection on these affairs, I 
got a call from another reader wanting 
to know why the bronze plaque com­ 
memorating the Lompoc Police Depart­ 
ment on South D Street, was removed to 
make way for a pay telephone. Readers 
may recall that the plaque was tem­ 
porarily lost after it was removed from 
the outside wall of the builing That's a 
good question and one for which I have 
no answer. 


WASHINGTON — The Treasury Dept, 
is secretly investigating charges that the 
host of a Las Vegas casino presented an 
illegal gun to the official in charge of en­ 
forcing the federal firearms laws. 
Rex Davis, director of the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, alleged­ 
ly accepted the gun in violation of the 
laws that his agency is 
supposed to uphold. 
Under these laws, 
firearms can’t be 
presented as gifts to 
residents of another 
state. 
Davis categorically 
denied the allegation. 
He told us that he had 
visited Las Vegas only 
once, had stayed long 
enough to make a 
speech and had never 
accepted an illegal 
firearm from anyone. 
The 
a lle g a tio n 
against Davis filtered 
out of a Justice Dept., 
i n v e s tig a tio n 
of 
Charles Baron, the “greeter” at the 
fashionable Riviera Hotel on Las Vegas' 
strip. 
Baron is a retired brigadier general, 
who has lived in Las Vegas for 20 years. 
He is known to be an avid gun collector. 
Reports reached Washington that he was 
passing out weapons to visiting 
celebrities. 
One of Davis’ own agents overheard a 
conversation indicating that a high 
A.T.F. official, possibly Davis himself, 
had accepted a gun from Baron. The in­ 
vestigation eventually focused on Davis. 
Treasury officials told us that internal 
investigations usually are matte into any 
charges of impropriety against Treasury 
officials. A spokesman said the 
preliminary investigation has produced 
no evidence that Davis took the illegal 
gift. 
Footnote . Baron did not return our 
repeated calls.

CARTER DONNYBROOK - At the 
height of the presidential campaign, 
Jimmy Carter inadvertently stirred up a 
tempest in Great Britain - an old- 
fashioned Irish donnybrook which was 
overlooked at home. 
He met in Pittsburgh with Irish- 
American leaders, many of them 
dogmatically anti-British. A militant 
priest read Carter what purported to be a 
copy of the Democratic platform on 
Ireland and asked whether he supported 


The platform was carefully calculated 
to offend neither side. But the priest 
spiked the noncontroversial platitudes 
with some language of his own. Between 
two innocuous sentences, he inserted the 
words "The U.S. should encourage the 
formation of (a) united Ireland.” 


These are trigger words, which dis­ 
regard Protestant views and uphold the 
position of the Irish Revolutionary 
Army. The unsuspecting Carter, groggy 
from the grueling campaign, overlooked 
the inflammatory sentence. 
The British press, however, focused on 
the quote that Carter hadn’t noticed. 
Within a few hours, the British and the 
Irish Protestants were in a rage. Carter 
was denounced by several English 
parliamentarians, one of whom called 
him an "irresponsible ... peanut 
politician.” 
To make matters worse, one sen­ 
sational English paper reported that 
Carter had backed the Irish terrorists’ 
position while sporting a pro-IRA button 
declaring "Britain Out!” In fact, a 
photographer had caught him with an 
anti-British button. But it had been pin­ 
ned on him at a St. Patrick’s Day parade 
months earlier. He immediately 
snatched it off, but the photographer was, 
too quick for him. 


It was initiated by 
Ronald Reagan in his 
primary flourish in 
Florida when he had 
begun to push Presi­ 
dent Ford even further 
to the right than his 
natural instincts and 
every act of his career 
dictated.

Panama which would 
lead to the ultimate 
s u rr e n d e r by the 
United S ta te s of 
sovereignty over the 
zone. That would not, 
of course, mean surrendering control 
and operation of the Canal itself. 


Carter’s real position was that the 
warring factions should sit down 
together and talk peacefully. He sent a 
telegram to the Irish Prime Minister, ex­ 
plaining his views. Such responsible 
papers as the London Times also tried to 
set the record straight. 
But the damage had been done. Our 
European sources tell us that the denial 
has never caught up with the original 
story. Only in the United States has the 
story gone mostly untold. 


ROVin' Around with R.O.V. 
You can't have a fit! 


SECRET SURVEILLANCE - In a 
memo intended for the eyes only of 
Deputy Attorney General Harold Tyler, 
a Justice Dept, official has charged that 
the department conducted “improper 
and perhaps illegal” surveillance at the 
Republican convention last August. 
The official, Lee Henson, reported that 
an li-man team was assembled in 
Kansas City to keep close watch on "yip- 
pies, gays and other persons and 
groups.” The "spies” were drawn from 
the Justice Department’s Community 
Relations Service, which is supposed to 
resolve civil rights disputes 
In Henson’s opinion, the spying was 
“improper and unlawful” because it was 
"unrelated to discriminatory practices ’ 
He contended that the Community Rela­ 
tions Service has "no surveillance or 
intelligence-gathering authority ” 
Nevertheless, the 11 civil rights of­ 
ficials were ordered into action, with all 
the drama of an undercover mission. 
They carried "walkie-talkie radio equip- 


U.S. Senator Barry Goldwater, when 
he spoke at the rollout program for 
Space Shuttle Orbiter 101 in Palmdale a 
couple of months ago. commented that 
when Alan Shepard became the first 
American to blast into space on May 5, 
1961, no one dreamed that within 15 years 
the word “routine” would ever be ap­ 
plied to space travel. 
Yet, he added, the 
Shuttle Orbiter will 
make all of this possi­ 
ble, providing almost 
ho-hum access to 
space. 
Personally, I con­ 
sider the subject to be t 
still in the gee-whiz ■* 
stage, but as we move 
closer to something 
like once-a-week ser­ 
vice to outer space be­ 
ing launched right 
from our doorstep at 
Vandenberg Air Force 
Base, perhaps the 
time will come when it 
stops seeming like 
something out of Buck Rogers. 
One of the changes that the Space Shut 
tie program will bring about is the dis 


continuing of custom tailoring of space 
gear for those traveling aboard the Or­ 
biter. 
In the past, astronauts have had their 
space attire cut to fit their personal 
measurements. The new procedure will 
run something along the line of what the 
Army practiced when I was first in­ 
ducted into the service. Space suits will 
run small, medium and large for men 
and women alike. 
Space engineers have come up with an 
"adjustable fit” concept for the new 
space suit and rescue system being 
developed for the Shuttle program. The 
increasing frequency of space fli#its and 
the many different crewmen, astronauts 
and scientists who will be aboard the Or­ 
biter vehicles will make it impossible for 
each to have his or her own suit. 
The new suits will be two-piece outfits 
with a body seal closure at the waist. 
This will eliminate the need for 
pressure-sealing zippers used in the 
Apollo and Skylab suits, according to 
NASA 
The new rescue system is called the 
Personal Rescue Enclosure, a 34-inch 
diameter ball which has three layers 
consisting of Urethane, Kevlar and an 
outside protective covering made of Lex- 
an with a small viewing port.

Two officials of a governmental 
agency appeared at the front desk the 
other day, seeking confirmation of a 
story about a man reportedly talking to a 
rabbit.

Remember, the story about the up­ 
coming improvement of Ocean Avenue 
and Highway 246 from Seventh Street to 
Grefco Co., and the southerly turn of 
Highway 1? 
A state department of transportation 
official told an audience in Lompoc 
recently that the project would go to bid 
in January. Now it seems the project has 
slipped in the priority sweepstakes and 
the earliest it could now go to bid would 
be in April. All this is tentative, but a 
department official is rounding up the 
details of just what happened. 


Another feature of the Shuttle suit is 
the built-in portable life support system. 
When Apollo astronauts walked on the 
moon they had to remove a bulky 75- 
pound life-support system from its 
storage location aboard the spacecraft 
and then connect it to 
the space suit. 
The Shuttle suit has a life support system 
that is an integral part of the rigid upper 
torso. 


Use of the Kevlar fabric has made it 
possible for elbow, wrist, knee and other 
joints to be fabricated from the flat 
fabric rather than following the Apollo 
and Skylab pattern where joints were 
constructed of molded neoprene rubber. 
The new system provides better mobility 
and also reduces the cost and weight of 
each suit. 


The rescue ball is designed for persons 
in disabled spacecraft to crawl inside 
and then to be transported to another 
vehicle. The exact manner of transport 
is still being studied. One plan is for an 
astronaut in a space suit to carry the 
rescue unit, much like a suitcase; a se­ 
cond mode is to hook up a clothesline-like 
device between the two spaceships and 
pass the rescue ball and its passenger 
from the disabled craft to the rescue 
ship; and the third mode is to use the 
remote manipulator arm of the cargo 
bay of the Orbiter to pluck the rescue 
ball and the passenger from the disabled 
craft. 


This had an immediate jingoistic ap­ 
peal. President Ford was cowed When 
he spoke about Panama it sounded very 
much like a feeble echo of Reagan. And 
that was in spite of the fact that his 
Secretary of State, Henry Kissinger, had 
opened negotiations with Panama two 
years before and those negotiations were 
being carried out in meticulous detail by 
one of our ablest diplomats, Ellsworth 
Bunker. 
So put that fusillade down to campaign 
rhetoric. Then comes Jimmy Carter in 
the second debate dealing with foreign 
policy. Asked about Panama he replied. 
"I would never give up complete con­ 
trol or practical control of the Panama 
Canal Zone. But I would continue to 
negotiate with the Panamanians.” 
That is a contradiction in terms, since 
the negotiations are, as Kissinger initial­ 
ly agreed, about giving up sovereignty, a 
continuing source of hostility among the 
Panamanians. Carter was apparently un­ 
aware that the Democratic platform 
took a much more reasonable tone with a 
pledge to "recognize principles already 
agreed upon ” 
These were assumed to be the eight 
principles Kissinger had worked out with 
the then Panamanian foreign minister, 
Juan Antonio Tack. One more illustra­ 
tion of Kissinger’s skill, it was a recogni­ 
tion that the hostility between the 
Panamanians and the Zonians was bound 
to break out in violence if it was not 
remedied. 
That is what the President-elect now 
confronts Four explosions have already 
occurred. One blew up the car of William 
Drummond, legislative chairman of the 
Canal Zone Central Labor Union and 
president of local 1798 of the Federation 
of Government Employees The other 
three did minor damage to U.S. installa­ 
tions 
But they are symptomatic of the kind 
of trouble that can grow — and if it con­ 
tinues, the hope of any reasonable settle­ 
ment will be out. 
What next, then? Send in the Marines 
to keep order? 
That is a prescription that simply will 
not work Throughout Latin America the 
U.S. role in Panama is being closely 
watched with the widespread feeling that 
the privileges of another age will not go 
down today. 
It should not be hard for Carter to ig­ 
nore the words he spoke in the heat of his 
exchange with the president. He will 
have a chance in the interregnum to in­ 
sure that the negotiations with Panama 
continue. 
While the Panama affair may seem of 
minor importance, it shows with painful 
clarity Carter’s lack of experience In at 
least a dozen different directions he has 
a learning process ahead of a formidable 
nature. 
When the few men close to him have 
been asked about top appointments - 
Cyrus Vance as Secretary of State, for 
example — they have received the same 
reply: You will not find any of these 
well-known names in a Carter ad­ 
ministration. We intend to pick new peo­ 
ple. 
This is one reason for the disquiet over 
Carter’s intentions. While he need not 
name any of the familiar figures often 
mentioned, it seems to me he would per­ 
form a service to the public and to 
himself if he would call on the wisdom of 
men and women with long experience in 
government awl foreign policy. 
These would be men past the age when 
they might be willing to take high public 
office with all the stem demands that go 
with it. 
He has one such counselor in W 
Averell Harriman who at 84 has had the 
widest range of experience at home and 
abroad. The list should include 
Republicans as well as Democrats, cor 
poration heads, labor leaders, the whole 
B 
mut of Ipiowledge and expertise that 
ve made this country great. 
It would be a recognition on Carter’s 
part that his narrow win was a challenge 
to meet the crisis he so often referred to 
in his campaign and not an invitation to 
hand out political plums to the various 
segments that put together his victory 
The time is all too short. The creative 
action must come quickly if he is to lead 
the nation out of the mire of unemploy­ 
ment and growing criminality.
